Dr. H. Marc Ami 
Dies in France 



Brilluiut Scientist Was a 
Graduate of McGill 



One of Canada's most outstanding 
scloiitist.s, 13r. Henry Marc Ami, died 
Simday at -Meiilone in France. Dr. 
■Marc Ami Is a JlcOIIl gradu.a.tc, hav- 
ing received lils degrees ot'n..\. M.A, 
and D.Sc. at McGill. 

As a , brlllia.nt archcolosisl and 
palaeontologist, he has made himself 
'known to many bj* his observations 
and discoveries. The Canadian school 
of pre-historlo history was fpinidcd 
by him through which he accomplish- 
ed so much. 

Dr. Tilurc Ami w.is born at ricllc 
lllvlcro In 1S58 and was the second 
son of rtev. Marc Anil, a ^IVosliyterlan 
minister who left Switzrrliind .to come 
lo Canu.da. Tho deceased attended 
tlie Ottawa Public .n.nd Cira ni mar 
Schools and later McGlII - University. 
In 1S9!! lie married .-i. Montreal girl. 

Dr. Marc Ami took up tho study of 
geology and became after a v.hlle, one 
ot (he geological surveyors for Can- 
ada. Following his retirement in 1312, 
lie entered upon a literary life. 

During Iho war, lie ,was stationed at 
Wnshlngton and wlion llic war ce.xsed, 
ho resumed his scientific activities. 
Connected with tho best solontitir 
soclctle.s' of North America, ISurope, 
and England, he had added much to 
the scientific matter of the world both 
by ir.s excavations and' by ills exten- 
sive writings.

Contending that the Social and Po- 
litical Status, ot the Jews In the Dia- 
spora will bo improved by iho estab- 
lishmeiit of a Jcivisli State, The .Mart- 
lots, a McGill Club of tho Y.Jf.H.A. 
defeated another senior V club last 
night in an interesting debate. 

The Martlets' debating team con- 
slated of Michael Aronoviicli, first 
year Medical student, and Samuel 
Shustcr, Arts IV. It la liitcrcsting to 
note that this McGill Club of the 
y.M.H.A. are fostering tnter-univcr- 
sity spirit with tlie University of 
Montreal by bavins allowed a U. of 
M. student to Join their circle. 

•Vs expressed by tlie judges while 
rendering their decision, M. Arono- 
vltcit should be complimented on his 
excellent diction and manner ot pre- 
senting his points. Me was the first 
speaker for the affirmative and 
stressed that the great evils whicli 
the Jews would eradicate by tho cs- 
t.^blIshmcnt ot a Jcwisli slato were 
antlsciiiilism, assimilation and their 
Inferiority complex. "The Jews have 
been downtrodden for gencialions and 
this has become, engrained in them," 
stated Aronovitch, "and as a result 
fear their neighbours and copy them 
to placal<j them.

Rutherford Elevated To 

Peerage By King George

Acclaimed by World for Ex- 
periments With Radium. 

Keen sallsfa.ction Is felt at McOlll 
in tho diBllnctlon accorded Ix)rd 
llutherford, former Macdonald Re- 
scarcli Profcfsoj- in tlio Dei/arlnicnt 
of I'hysics, who was raised lo the 
pecrago by King George In his New 
Vcar Honor List. I>ord Itutherford 
brought special honour to McGill by 
being one ot the first men on this side 
ot the All.intic lo carry out an X- 
llay, experiment. 

Lord Rutherford was born in .N'cl- 
son. Now Zealand in IS'l and was 
educated at .N'olson College, Canier- 
bliry Coliese, Ciirist Cliurcli and .\cw 
Zenl.'ind riilviTsll:-. lie receiveil liif 
.\r.A. dcgrco in 1S93 and after win- 
ning the /■IS.'ii Kxhiblllon Schoiar- 
•.ihlp" he proceeded lo Cavcndl^'Il l^i- 
boratory at Cambridge whcro he 
wotkcd with Sir Joseph Thomson who 
was Cavendish Professor of Thyslcs 
at the time. 

Lord Uutherford dIslinsulElieil liiin- 
sclf by pioneer work in wireless and 
was tho first maji to succeed In re- 
ceiving messages over a distança of 
more than halt a mile. Much of his 
work at this period also dealt with 
the conduction of electricity through 
gases. 

In 169S Ixird Rutherford succeeded 
Professor Callender Macdonald Re- 
search Professor, in the Department 
of Physics at .McGill. At about this 
time Sfme. Curie made a discovery 
which was to prove of tremendous 
Importance to the scicnlltio world— 
that ot radium. It was Lord Ruther- 
ford, however, who formulated the 
Theory of Radio-activity which stUI 
holds good today. To him too. go's 
tiie credit for the discovery ot tho 
nature of radium emanation whicli he 
condensed with the help of a liquid 
air machine presented by Sir William 
Macdonald. During his stay at Mc- 
Gill he al,=o published his first book, 
"Radio-activity," which met with 
'.vidcspread acclaim and soon reached 
a second eiUtion. 

Numerous honorary degrees were 
bestowed upon I^rd Ttmlierford. and 
.several niednis, among tlicm ihe 
tiimford .Medal and the Barnard Me- 
dal awarded to h'm. in 1507 ho left 
McGill to become l-tngworthy Pro- 
fessor of Physics at tho University of 
Manchester where lie continued his 
rcsearcli work. 'I'lio following year 
he received the Nobel Prixe tor Chem-

Riolug,v, ' physics, chemistry, and 
nalurnl phenomena were the subjects 
on the four occnsions. .\ll the lec- 
tures wcro iiiustrated by .slide.s and 
oxpcrinients, espechilly the cheinistiy. 
In wbicli Dr. f. V. 11. Allen proved 
Iiiniself to ba a M'ientifio mn;^lclan. 
chnnging Ihn color.s of viirious linulds 
in Iho traditional manner of the stagir 
nrlist. 

Professor F. H. liloyd, head of the 
Eiologlcai dciinrtincni. started tli'' 
series with a tall; mi thoi varlou.'-. 
types of lii!<ncl tiapa, .md llliihlrated 
tho methods by wlilvli these grow tiis 
trapped tho Insects, lie further gave 
lusir.lit into many of llio peculiari- 
ties ot plant growth. 

This wiiH followed by an lilstorical 
development of tile engine by Pr. D. 
A. Keys. Ilo Nliowod tho various 
types ot cimliies, both ancient and 
niodrrii, and compared their utility 
In a pleaslns manner that won Iho 
hearts nt all the boys tn htm. The 
fire-engine is still the doliglit of tho 
iHiy nn It was to Ills fatlier and 
Krandfathcr Imforo liiin. 

Dr. C, F. n. Allen followed llil.s 
with the wonders nt Ihe .science ot 
oiiemistry, and Dean .\. S. i'^vo tln- 
isliod Hie sorles with n lecture cm 
lluinder and llfjliluing. giving, thp 
cau.ses of tlie.so phenomena troni n 
modern si.'lenliflo standpoint, as wo!l 
ns (iivltiK an hislnrlcal ctiiiri'iiiKiii of 
Ihoso sliuws of nature.

Tliere passed away during the 
holiday.? one who, though a graduate, 
i.s still remembered by at least the old- 
er students as one of themselves. 
Warren Hurd, in the course of his 
seven years at McGill — culminating 
with his graduation in Law last year, 
— had endeared himself not only to 
the men in his own clas.s, but also to 
many a younger man to whom he ex- 
tended the hand of friendship on the 
slightest pretext of mutual interest. 

The j)art he took in affairs at 
McGill was a prominent one. both in 
athle!.ic.« and in genera! uctivitie.s. He 
was Law representative on the Stu- 
, dents' Council for the year 1929, and 
held numerous other offices, discharg- 
ing his duties in all of them well. He 
ran the half-mile for McGill nearJy 
cveiy year that lie wa.s at college, and 
brought his career on the cinders to 
a climax with an intercollegiate cham- 
pionship in the fall of 1928. Warren 
often had to fight against, overwhelm- 
ing odds, but alwas's faced them with 
unflincliing courage, and cheerful re- 
.solution. 

'■ -iir^ 'A large number of the many stu- 
i dents whom he had made his friends 
; attended the funeral on December 
* Slsti^and the feeling of loss which they 
expressed is echoed by tlie Daily on 
the part of all tlial knew liim. 

Jauus 

The year just ended will go down in 
history as one of the most trying ever ex- 
perienced from an economic point of view; 
and, indeed, for those of us who are de- 
pendent on our own exertions for our 
presence here, the last summer was more 
than a little difficult. In iwint of fact, 
many found conditions somewhat too hard 
and have been forced to interrupt their 
studies for a year or two. 

The University has, while undoubted-' 
]y feeling the ])iiich of circumstances, pro- 
ceeded on the even tenor of its ways; be- 
ing robbed' liere and there by time of ir- 
j'eplaceable pei-sonalities and gaining, per- 
haps in equal ratio, as the result of pro- 
gressive spirit which has widened the field 
"of service by adding buildings and labora- 
tories to equipment and courses of study 
to the curriculum. 

Undoubtedly the greatest loss suffered 
in tlie past year was the death of H. M. 
McKay, twenty' years Dean of the Faculty 
of Applied Science. The retirement of 
Dr. NichoLsoii i-emoved a ])opuIar and re- 
spected figure fi'om tlie administration; 
while Dr. Murray and Dr. Harrison have 
withdrawn from the regular teaching 
staff. 

Against theàe credits, debits must be 
written whicli include material additions 
to the campus buildings in the new Divin- 
ity Hall on Uniyersity Street and an addi- 
tion to the E.V.C. Perhaps more import- 
ant have been additions and changes made 
in the curricula of the various depa>'t- 
ments. Indeed, the Department of Chinese 
Studies is entirely new, while tlie regula- 
tions for the library school well illustra- 
•ted the ever upwai-d trend of the academic 
standard. The Medical School has again 
been recognized by the Rockefeller Foun- 
;dation and as a centre of social research 
the university 'has achieved a reputation 
which has recently been expressed in the 
granting of funds for the carrying on of 
studies in unemployment. 

For those in the senior year, J 931 
promises to be a rather critical period. 
For them it is graduation year; and after 
graduation comes the search for a job — 
a jolj wliich will probably serve as the 
.start of a life-career. Busin^s^pçpphets 
assure us that the depression^ï^%é lift- 
ing a little before June comes around, and 
perhaps tlie men who have been at such 
pains to earn money in bad times will be 
coirnx;,nsated for their labours by i'ising 



with the boom vvliich wUl liarald the I'e- 
Uirn of prosperity. 

The university has no more particu- 
lar interest in 1931 than in any other year, 
except" that it brings nearer the time when 
there will be funds to build the gymnasium 
and the addition to the library and the new 
Applied Science Building, and the new 
Observatory, and the new* Law Building 
and the new Administration Building

Sinbad the Sailor at 
His Majesty's Theatre 



C!ay songs, skits, chuices, ami Jokes are fea- 
lured this week at His Jlajc-ly's Thcalro In tho 
pantomino ".Sinbad tho Sailor." This production 
which is quite different from the usual run of 
plays, musical comedies, or talkies Is being well 
received by tho theatre-going audiences of this 
city. 11 may bo. said ihal the show really merits 
this, for It îsTndëed an ideal performance, of 
laughs and good entertainment. 

Throughout tho whole presentation the Inter- 
est of Uio onlooker Is not allowed to lae. This. Is 
due to the versatile actors who display their ta- 
lent in a lilglily amuslns manner. The atmosphere 
of ".Sinbad" Is entirely. one of gayety and mirth, 
which judging from tho ovations ot tho audience 
proves to be most diverting and agreeable. 

The show Is based upon the old-time legend 
of Sinbad tho Sailor who starts out on a voyage 
In order to find a hidden treasure. He i.s protect- 
ed aKalnst the Demon King by the goodness of 
tho Talry Queen who uiiinurh at varioUH Intervals 
and proffers needed assistance. Towards tho end 
the lad is triumphant in a duel with the Demon 
(Clng and the latter returns to life to beg forgive- 
ness for his misdeeds. 

There is a strong cast of which many of the 
members will bo remembered for their entertain- 
ing and clever work of former years in the "Dum- 
bclls". Among these aro Fred Emney who as 
comical as ever helps keep -things lively; "Red" 
Xewman, the pantomlne's traditional "elderly fe- 
male" who portrays Itlrs. Sinbad in a highly amus- 
ing manner is supporied Ijy Put Uafferly ns Tin- 
bad. These two add xu the riotous fun ot the 
evening. 

Al Plunkett, as Captain Kebtle of the "Saucy 
Susan" charms his audience with sucli soijgs as 
"Kollllig Down the J-ilvcr" iind "Xo Wonder the 
Waves Aro Wild". Harry Ijinna and Jess-lo JJutt 
also render several musical nuinber.s of which 
"X-'orget-ile-Nols" proves to be the most effective 
and popular, due partly to the excellent work of 
the beautiful chorines introduced in tho number. 

Tho part ot Sinbad is played to advantage by 
i)retty little Audrlo' Carline who Is well supported 
by Betty Douglas as "his child sweetheart". " 

On llie whole llie .scenic effects uro quite good 
and pleasing to the eye. Twleve quick changes 
arc made throughout tho presentation In which Is 
portrayed taii-yland, a market j)lace, a tropical isle 
Sinbad's palace and the treasure trqyc, the latter 
perhaps being the most culoiful. 

The success ot tho whole sliow may lay partly 
in tho fine work of the. youthful and mosl.^ pleas- 
ing to look at chorus, who- seem- to tlirow' them- 
selves whole-heartedly Into tho spirit of the punto- 
minc.

enough to It to be colled a publlcaUon for the In- 
stitution. 

It is expected .that some' mistakes would bo 
made In a publication ot this kind. Mechanical 
errors can hardly be avoided, but with careful and 
correct proof-reading they can practically be elim- 
inated, ; , 

Tho fact that the directories are published under 
stress. of getting them on the market at the earliest 
possible date makes the time for correcting limited. 
However.' when the tmio that will be wasted be- 
'.'auso of wrong numbers and addresses is consid- 
ered, the dcloy in getting the directories Issued 
would seem the lesser ot the two evils. Accuracy 
Is far more Important than speed when a more or 
less permanent record Is being made. 

One would ask, "Well, what Is to bo done about 
it?" Tho answer Is: IvCt a committee or board of 
publication be seleelcd by the Univer.slty. wlikli 
sliall check and double-check nil infonnailon which 
goes' into the directory. The coftimlttee shall be 
chosen from those best qualified for the duties and 
shall be directly responsible for any errors which 
occur. Tho old ndago that "Two heads are better 
than one" Is no more true than "Several v,-el!-qual!- 
fled persons are better lli.an one." 

Numerous errors in directories uro a nuisance 
that should be absolutely eliminated In future books. 
There Is no reason why they should persist. They 
prove a reflection upon^ the Institution which would 
maintain exact standards. 

It is sincerely liopcd that the Univcrsiiy. will 
lake some action to eliminate this difficulty be- 
fore nnuthtr directory Is issued.— Tho Alhencum. 



DIRECTORIES SHOULD BE ACCURATE 

University publications and materials, even when 
the wisest procaytlons are taken, frequently con- 
tain more errors than reflect credit on the Institu- 
tion from which they spring. Since the universities 
aro tho seats for the best intellects and the centers 
lor the dlsseraln.%tlon of learning, it is propor that 
they set their standards high. 

Recently the directory for the University was 
Issued. It Is a .creditable enough work and Is prob- 
ably better In some ways than any which has been 
published heretofore, but from tlie reactions al- 
ready encountered, U'contatns too many errors. )5r- 
rors In directories liavo always occurred, but they 
are nevertheless an annoyance to users. 

"When a name is misspelled or a wrong number 
given It offends the subject of thé mistake and 
causes others who have occasion to telephone that 
person endless tiouble. Furthcruiore. It reflects 
upon the University, ljocau.sc the directory, while 
not supctyiscd by tho University, is essential 



A STUDENT'S OPINION 

Golf is a form of work made expensive enough 
tor a rich man to enjoy It. It Is physical and men- 
tal exertion, made attractive by tho fact you have 
to dress for it in a {200,0UU clubhouse. 

Oolf is what letter carrying, ditch digging and 
carpet beating would be if those three tasks had 
to be performed on the same hot afternoon In short 
pants, and colored socks by gouty looking gentle- 
men who required a different implement for each 
mood. 

Twenty-five years ago tliero was one golf club 
to a community. Today there is one to a block. 
This shows what can bo dono wltlt a sport, once 
you create the Idea that two blackballs will be suf- 
ficient to keep any man out of It. 

Golf Is tho simplest looking gamo in the world 
when you decide to take it up, and the toughest 
looking after you have been at It for 10 or 12 years. 

It Is probably the only known gamè a man can 
play as long as a quarter ot a century and then 
discover that It Is too deep for hini In the first 
place. 

Tho gajno Is played on carefully selected grass 
with little white balls and as many clubs as the 
pl.ayer can afford. These balls cost TO cents to Î2.60 
and It'is possible to support a family ol 10 people 
(all adults) for flvo months on the money repro- 
scntcd by tho balls lost by some golfers In a single 
afternoon. 

A golf tourso has IS holes, 17 ot which are un- 
necessary and put in to niiike the ganio' harder. 
A "hole" Is a tin cup in tho center o£ a "green." A 
"green" Is a small parcel of grass costing about 
tl.9S a blade and usually situated between a brook, 
a couple of apple trees and a lot ot unfinished ex- 
cavations. 

The Idea is to get tho golf ball from a given 
point to each of the IS cups In the fuwcst strokes 
and the greatest number of words. The silly thing 
about it all Is that aftc.r you have been all after- 
noon poking the ball around tho lot you find that 
tho eighteenth hole Is right in front of tho club- 
house from which you started. 

Tho ball must not be tlirown, pu.shed or cur- 
ried. It must be propelled entirely by. about ?200 
worth of curious looking Implements, especially de- 
signed to provoke the owner. 

Kach Implement has a specific purpose and ul- 
timately some golfers get to know what the pur- 
pose is. They aro tho exceptions. 

After the final or eighteenth hole tho golfer adds 
up his scoro and stops when jto has reached 87. 
Ho then has a swim, sings "Sweet Adalino" with 
six or eight other liars and calls it the end ot a 



perfect day. - 



OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

The present unemployment situation ts one of 
tho must tremendous Industrial crises that has re- 
cently arisen. It Is not only nation-wide, it is prac- 
tically world-wide. Although this condition may 
have been evolving ominously for some time, the 
fact remains that realisation ot Us existence came 
to the majority of us here at college' .tvllh amazing 
suddenness. We had no idea it was Imminent until 
we were told it was right upon us. 

At first wo were Inclined to lake it rather In- 
differently, We saw it as a national problem, but 
one quite far removed from ourselves. It was only 
when we began to see that it was affecting people 
we knew, college, our families even, and ourselves, 
that we started inquiring about it and trying to 
find out what it really ineant. We discovere<I that 
many people's allowances havo been cut down, that 
In many letters from families there is a suggestion 
of worry, that the "Vassar Drive was badly affected, 
and raised much less tlian last year. Wu realized 
thot hci-e is a crisis that means more to us than 
black headlines in ,'l news|)aper — it is not just à 
vague foot that we can idly and nipre or less su- 
perficially speculate upon, as we do about Russia 
and Brazilian revolutions. 

For although there may be Utile that we can 
actually do now about iinemployniont, we have yot 
to realize that if a similar disaster arises It Is we 
wlio are going to be resi)onsible for It. The men 
and women In college today are presiimably the 
most Intelligent and will be the best cdticated In 
our country. In their haiids will rest eventually thr 
government of tho United States, from their rank.'- 
will como tlio economists and siatlsllclans who wl!! 
direct future programs of organi^.atlon, wlio will 
study and try to correct the causes that brought 
ou this crisis. In other words wo havo not been re- 
sponsible for the present crisis, but we will' be re- 
sponsible for whui is to happen in the future 

We In college today uro in a position to con- 
sider as accurate Information as tlieru is upon .i 
vital and recurring problem. We are confronted 
with an actual condition and at the same time we 
have the means to consult tho best authorities on. 
tho subject. 

Wo have the ndvantUKe of easy access to the 
opinions of people who have studied Uie situation 
carefully, to spiirces of techniciil Inforinatlpn about 
It, as well as to magazines and newspapers, repre- 
senting every point ot view, II wo are menially 
alert and alive to tho future, hero Is a challenge 
Now Is tho tlnie when wo have got to bo gathering 
Infoi'uiatlon If we aro to judgç and to act tntelli- 
scntly hiter on. y ,

".Simon r.oiivar was the greatest 
man .South .\mcr;ea has ever pro- 
duced, considering tho obstacles he 
had to face and tho difficulties with 
which he had to contend." declared 
Professer Percy A. Martin In his lec- 
ture on 15olivar, the famous liberator, 
general, and statesman of South 
America, presented at Stanford uni- 
versity. 

".Vclther Croorge Washington nor 
Napoleon would have Iveen capable of 
tucii g;-ea; :u-ii'<vrnienls had thoy 
liccn comprlled to deal with such un- 
promising material as the uiieducated, 
congiomerate mixture of people such 
as were under the command of Coli- 

V:ir," 

In interiire'iing the g^tat import of 
Eolivar's aeconiplishnicnt.», tho lectur- 
er discijsscd European history of the 
times as a background for tho events 
that occur in South America. Tho si- 
tuation in tho eighteenth century was 
ripe for the inovemcnts of discontent 
and revolt which iireccded Bolivar's 
advent in history. 

Bolivar, who was" born in Caracas 
in 1TS3. came from a wealthy Vene- 
zuelan family. After traveling and 
studying in Kurope for some time, he 
returned to his native country, fired 
v.-ith the resolution to release South 
.America from the yoke of .Spanish 
iloiiiinancc. and iic- stfi.m launched up- 
on his career, v.-riting bombastic lit- 
erature propo.slng to overthrow Spain.

Monroe Doctrine 
Obsolete, Opinior 
Of Congress Club 

Majority of Members Say 
Latin Republics Nceil 
IVo More Protection 

(By Exchange Service) 

The Jlonroo doctrine is obsolete 
in the opinion of the ina.porily of the' 
members of tlio t^ongress club. In 
their meeting last night, n minority 
upheld the doctrine on the argimtcnt 
that the Central and South Anierlcan 
countries still need the protection of 
the United States. 

The popular opinion considered the 
United States riullo conceited if it 
held such beliefs, because the I,atln 
republics aro far more diplomatic in 
their international relations than is 
this country. Most of llio otiie.r .coun- 
tries of the western continent , have 
jointed the League of Nations, the 
World , Court, and -the f'aii American 
Union, It was shown. 

Another popular viewpoint of the 
members questioned the . restriction of 
tho doctrine's ntlitudo to tho western 
continent. With the Intricate econom- 
ic relations of the United States to the 
rest.ot the world, it was pointed out 
that any dlsliirbanco anywhere in tho 
world would have aa great an effect 
on tho United States ns dlslurbn.nccit 
In the Central and -South American 
countries, ' 

For tho next meeting It was decided 
to discuss tho "Success of Demo- 
cracy." Tho subject will be Introduced 
by George Bennett.
